Make a Back-up Please

The importance of making a back-up data 
disk cannot be emphasized too much, or too often. 
While I have known this for years...well let me tell 
you what happened. 

First you must know that I collect 
phonograph records, the old ones (7 8rpm) most if 
these records have one song on each side. I have 
some 3000 of these records, plus 200 albums and 
a whole big bunch of tapes. Each record, album 
and tape is given a number and is filed in 
numerical order. I put the song title, artist, and 
location number all on SUPERBASE. One disk 
will only hold about 1600 titles, I set up one side 
of the disk for each letter of the alphabet, so I have 
13 disks to hold my record collection. When I was 
formatting the 13 disks, I formatted two disks, one 
for the back-up, or at least I thought I did. The 
back-up disks are kept in their own special boxes, 
and with a bright orange label, instead of the 
regular white that I usually use. Now I thought 
that was a real neat set-up, and I started putting 
information into the system. For two years now, 
whenever I get time I put a few more titles in. 

Now, some more useless information, but 
it will help you understand the mess I’m in. For 
some reason more song titles start with the letter 
"S” and "T" than any other. Well when I started to 
put some into "T" die other day the disk would not 
load. So very smugly I went to the back-up 
system. SUPRISE! Nothing on the back-up. As a 
matter of fact, "T" being on the back of disk #10, 
was not even notched so it could not have taken 
any information even if I had tried!, so lets try to 
make the "T" disk work. I tried "Unscratch", 
loading a good database and transferring the 
information. For three hours, I worked everything 
I could think of to get my data, nothing worked. 
Different disk drives did not help. Some 600 
enteries on that disk gone forever. I must start 
over from the beginning on the "T"s. 

Lesson: if it is worth saving, it is worth a 
back-up disk. My New Years resolution is to 
make back-up for EVERYTHING on a disk.

Commitee Report 

To: The Board of Directors 
12/22/90 

& Membership of the 
Gateway Computer Club 

From: Committee on Future Directions 

The following group objectives, listed in 
ORDER OF IMPORTANCE, exist within the 
committee: 

1. It is desirable that our club exists to the year 
2000 

The group should take precedence over the 
individual, but must serve the individuals’ 
needs to continue to exist 

2. Fratemalism and learning should continue to 
be our goals 

As stated in the constitution, these two 
objectives are the primary functions of the 
club. We could not, as a committee, 
collectively decide which was more important; 
we want both. 

3. Quality, interested, active people are more 
desirable members 

Passive members are welcome and 
desirable too. They provide the grass roots 
to support an organization of any size, and 
may become active at any time, especially 
when prompted. 

4. The treasury is important but not sacred 

Conservative money management is as 
useful now as it has been. If 100 new 
members joined, you have $1500.00 in new 
membership fees alone. 

5. Identity with Commodore is desirable, but 
not only Commodore 

Individually, we rely on Commodore for 
support, and must in turn support them 
since the hardware is unique. Their only 
competition is other computer types. We know 
Commodore i6 superior for its 

price/performance/support ratio, but not 
everyone knows it or agrees with us. We 
should share our expertise and possibly 
learn something in the process. 


RECOMMENDATIONS: 

(1) Open the group to other computer users; 
our initial market is primarily home 
computerists; business users can pay for 
their help although we certainly won’t turn 
them away. 

(2) Replace the members at large with a 

representive for each operating system, 

establishing a Senate Committee; the 
initial one would have 3 chairs. One each for 
the C64, the 128 and the Amiga. 

The Senate Committee members could 
individually veto funds that do not 

benefit their represented system, if they 
so desired. 

New operating systems consisting of a 
given number of active members could 
establish a chair on the Senate. 

Groups which fall below the preset amount 
lose their chair. 

(3) Update the consitution and by-laws. It 
would be a good idea to rewrite them both, 
incorporating the prior amendments and 
new changes into a new consitution. 

(4) Special Interest Groups (SIGS) need to be 
promoted. 


These recommendations hope to accomplish 
the following: 


The evolution of computers and the group is 
perhaps provided for. 

The individual operating system is protected 
by the Senate. 

The treasury is protected by the Senate, 
conservatism, and common sense, and the 
current slate of officers.

The Amiga Disk of the Month 

WORKS - This program, given a number 
of minutes to wait after an action from the user, 
will blank the screen. However, unlike the usual, 
mundane black screen you usually get with a screen 
blanker, you get fireworks. 

DMS - The DISK-Masher (DMS) is a 
utility that allows users to compress and archive 
floppy disks. Version 1.02 requires at least 512k of 
memory, and AmigaDOS version 1.2 or later. 
Many programs are available for archiving 
individual files and do a relatively good job. 
However DMS was created for the purpose of 
archiving whole disks. It is useful for archiving 
non-filing system disks which cannot be done with 
standard Hie archivers, sending distribution disks, 
archiving library collections, and many other uses. 

Doctor Icon - The last word in icon 
editors. Doctor Icon provides all the tools 
neccessaiy for the creation and editing of all icon 
types. Doctor Icon not only combines the features 
of many of the CLI-based icon utilities but also 
integrates them into a. single omni-tool. Doctor Icon 
covers all die bases, offering nearly every possible 
method for the import and export of icons and their 
images. Doctor Icon allows all components of an 
icon to be created and/or modified. And above all, 
Doctor Icon does all of this through a powerful, 
user-friendly interface which is equally intuitive to 
both the novice and the power-user alike. 

No Virus - I hope you find this program 
useful in keeping your valuable disk collection free 
from viruses. NoVirus was written in Assembly 
Language using Devpac V2.14. This is a demo only 
and most of it’s neat features are disabled (although 
it still does a great job of checking your disks!). 

TheT - This is a Tetris clone called ’The 
T. The T’s playingfield consists of a pit 20 blocks 
deep and 10 blocks wide. During play, objects fall 
from the top of the pit to the bottom. Each object is 
one of seven shapes, consisting of 4 contiguous 
blocks. As this object falls, it can be controlled by 
the player. It can be moved left, moved right,

I want to tell you what I am using to put the 
newsletter together now that I have been reelected for 
the job as Editor. I am using an AMIGA 2000 with a 
GPV 40 meg Quantum hard drive, and 5 Meg’s of 
memory. I have reoently added a GVP (Great Valley 
Products) 28 mhz Accelerator card with 2 meg’s of 
memory that dramatically increases the speed of the 
hard drive access and loading and running of programs. 
I am using PageStream V2.1, a desk top Publishing 
program to compile the GCC newsletter. Without the 
accelerator card it took 101 sec’s for a full screen 
redraw, with it, it takes 5 sec’s. Fantastic!!. I am still 
printing it out on a Panasonic KX-P1124 printer. 

I am now using a Hardware/software device called 
The 64 Emulator, it allows me to load Easy Script, a 64 
Word Processor with a 1571 disk drive into Ihe Amiga 
system so that I may use an article submitted by anyone 
with a 64, to be printed in the newsletter. (1 hope this is 
clear.) For those of you that use Easy Script, it looks the 
same on the screen, and the commands are identical, 
and seems to run at the same speed. 

I have tried other 64 programs, namely, Print 
Shop, and Doodle, that run fine, Games do not!!.. 

Take note of the American flag on page one, that 
was reproduced with a Migraph hand scanner, cleaned 
up in Deluxe Paint III, resized and imported into 
PageStream. All of these programs work together as do 
most of the Amiga software.

ARTICLE I: PURPOSE 


GATEWAY COMPUTER CLUB 

CONSTITUTION 


We, the undersigned, wishing to establish an association of persons commonly interested in computers, constitute 
ourselves the Gateway Computer Club and enact this constitution as our governing body. 

It is our purpose to further the exchange of information and co-operation among members, promote educational 
activities leading to computer knowledge, fratemalism among ourselves, and better individual computer user 
efficiency. 

We recognize that different computers exist both now and in the future, and that people will always want and need 
help with them. It is our desire to provide as much of that help as we are able. 

ARTICLE H: MEMBERSHIP — 

All persons who desire membership shall be eligible. Membership is by application and upon such terms as the by¬ 
laws provide. 

ARTICLE HI: EXECUTIVE OFFICERS AND DUTIES 

The executive officers of the GATEWAY COMPUTER CLUB shall consist of a President, Vice President, 
Secretary, Treasurer, librarian, and Editor. 

President: The president conducts business meetings according to this constitution and bylaws and appoints 
committee chairpersons. 

Vice President: The vice president assumes presidential authority in the President’s absence and greets guests and 
visitors. 

Secretary: The secretary records the minutes of the meetings and maintains a current roster of members. The 
secretary is also responsible for club correspondence. 

Treasurer: The treasurer is responsible for receiving and disbursing club funds and dues, keeping an accurate record 
of the transactions, and reporting them to the club at each business meeting. The treasurer will maintain an 
inventory lifting of club property. 

Editor: The editor assembles and distributes a club newsletter for publication. 

Librarian: The librarian is responsible for the club’s software. The librarian will catalog and make the library 
available to members at each scheduled club meeting. The librarian is also responsible for providing a disk-of-the- 
month at these meetings. The librarian may appoint as many assistant librarians as deemed necssary. 

ARTICLE IV: OTHER OFFICERS AND THEIR DUTIES 

Other officers are 4 Members-A t-Larg e(MAL’ S)and Representatives. 

Members-At-Large: These officers are responsible for collecting feedback from all members, assisting the 
executive officers, and general co-ordination and co-operation among the user groups. 

Representatives: These officers are responsible for promoting the interests of the operating system which they 
represent within the club. Any three or more active members who associate themselves with a particular user 
group can establish a Representive by a simple petition to the general membership. 

ARTICLE V: ELECTION OF OFFICERS AND TERMS 

1. Executive Officers of the club shall be elected for a term of one year by a simple majority of the club members 
present at ihe November election meeting. New officers assume their duties at the following year’s January meeting. 
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2. Members-At-Large are elected for a two year term with 50% of the MAL’s being elected annually at the 
November meeting. 

3. Representatives are chosen from within the operating system group they are affiliated with, by that group alone, 
and in whatever fashion that user group decides. A vacant representative seat left unfilled by its user group is 
terminated. It can be re-established only by a new petition. 

4. Vacant MAL offices and Executive office vacancies, except that of President, are filled for the remainder of the 
term by a special election at the next meeting after the vacancy. The Vice President assumes the role of President. 
The VP office is filled by a special election. 

5. Any member in good standing is eligible for election to any office. No individual may hold more than one office 
at one time, including any Representative seat which has been established. 


ARTICLE VI: EXECUTIVE BOARD 

The executive board is comprised of the executive officers, MALS, and representatives. Its function is to discuss 
ideas, set direction, and make recommendations to the membership. The executive board will meet monthly and 
have at least five members present for a quorum. 


ARTICLE VH: RATIFICATION & AMENDMENTS 

Ratification of or amendments to this constitution require a 2/3 majority vote at an announced meeting. By-law 
changes require a simple majority vote. Any changes to the constitution or by-laws must be presented to the 
membership by publication in the club newsletter and presented at a regular monthly meeting to be voted upon at the 
next regular scheduled monthly meeting. 


ARTICLE VIE: DISSOLUTION 

In the event of dissolution, a committee of 3 is chosen by the club’s officers to recommend proposed disposition of 
the club’s assets. One officer may serve on this committee. Actual disposition requires a 2/3 member vote at an 
announced meeting. 


DUES & VOTING: 


BY-LAWS 


(1) Membership dues are $15.00 a year payable in advance. 

(2) Paid up dues are required for voting and club libraiy access. 

MEETINGS: 

(1) Meetings are conducted according to Robert’s Rules of Order, or some reasonable semblance thereof. (2) 
Meetings are conducted by the following officer precedence: President/Vice 
President/Secretary/Treasurer/LibrarianEditor One of these officers must be present for a business meeting. 

(3) Meetings are set on the 3rd Wednesday monthly at 7:00 P.M. 

(4) Meetings will be open to the general public. 

(5) Meetings are conducted in 3 phases. 

(a) a business meeting, which requires at least 1 officer 

(b) a demonstration, guest speaker, or planned event if any 

(c) open time for personal interaction 

TREASURY: 

(1) An audit committee elected by the membership will audit die club’s treasury after officer elections and before the 
next meeting. The committee will report its findings to the members. 

(2) Single expenditures over $100.00 must be approved by a majority of the members unless die expenses are pre¬ 
approved by the members. Blank disks for the club are pre-approved. 

INITIAL REPRESENTATIVES AND OPERATING SYSTEMS: 

(1) Members will be asked to identify their operating system for die purpose of establishing initial user groups

AMIGA DISK OF THE MONTH 

BUZZARD - Double-click the icon for the 
program to get a snowflake display that will run in 
the background and come onto the screen whenever 
the mouse or keyboard have been untouched for a 
certain amount of time. The program offers 
parameters for the length of time to pass before the 
display activates, as well as color choices for the 
snowflakes. There are boxes to click to make your 
choices. BLIZZARD makes a peaceful display for 
meditation during those times when you’re 
temporarily stuck for what to do next 

BPD - BPD installs a wedge into die boot 

sequence 

that turns on the PAL bit in ECS Agnus. This 
operation happens very early in the boot process, so 
the system will come up well and truly in PAL 
mode. This makes those overseas games and 
pictures useable. 

DFC5 - DFC5 is a new, exciting, general- 

purpose disk copier and formatter which we hope 
will meet the needs of a large number of Amiga 
users. The principle adopted has been to eliminate 
everything that wasn’t absolutely necessary, to 
reduce the size of the program as much as possible, 
to squeeze every ounce of speed from the standard 
trackdisk.device through an utterly async design, 
and to incorporate a number of useful thrills such as 
voice, multiple pass copies and checksum for the 
RAM buffer. 

FIXDISK - USE THIS PROGRAM AT 
YOUR OWN RISK. FixDisk is a program to 
recover as much as possible from a defective disk. 
I don’t claim it is better than Diskdoctor or 
DiskSalv, but it has some features the others don’t 
have: It can recover damaged (unreadable) tracks. 
It has functions to check file integrity, to check the 
directory structure and functions to undelete, copy 
or show (even defective) files and fix corrupted 
directory pointers. A damaged file structure can be 
recovered copying the data file by file to another 
disk (a la DiskSalv) or can be fixed in place (like 
Diskdoctor). Everything can be selected with an 
intuition interface, so users can determine what 
action should take place. Now the bad news: The 
program does not keep track of loose blocks, those 
files without a file header, as DiskSalv does. It 
doesn’t process partitions > 48Mb. 


LHARC - Lharc is an archive program such 

as Arc and Zoo. It can store several files in one 
archive in a compressed form which is generally 
more efficent than drat used by Arc and Zoo. It also 
supplies all of the archive handling capabilities that 
an archive program should have. In particular it is 
able to store an entire directory tree (including 
empty directories) with one single command. Tbis 
enables you, for example, to store an entire floppy- 
disk with a single command and the resulting 
archive is usually shorter than those produced by 
Warp or even LhWarp (see the -r switch). Another 
important feature of Lharc is its ability to preserve 
the file attributes (see the -a switch) and filenotes 
(i.e. the comments that AmigaDOS can associate to 
each file). 

LOGG - Logg is the latest thing in 

directory utilities. It provides full access to all the 
CLI commands and features flexibility in setup. 
This is a DEMO version and only the first menu is 
activated. 

SID - SID ~ the directory utility WITH all 

the bells and whistles... what I hope you find is the 
best directory utility available for the Commodore 
Amiga. 

SKI - Ski like the wind, picking up bonus 

flags as you go. Jump over rocks, branches, and 
bushes for extra points. Avoid hitting obstacles -- 
you can only fall five times before you are 
disqualified. The longer you stay up, the faster you 
ski and the more points you get as you travel. 
Bonus flags are worth 5,000 points each AFTER 
you reach die Finish Line.

AMIGA DISK OF THE MONTH 


DISKMINDER - DiskMinder is a collection of tools used to perform tasks related to the housekeeping on disks. An earlier version 
was published. The current version has these enhancements: NTSC/PAL screen toggle mode. Bigger directory box. Show Pic option 
debugged. New nibble copy mode. Execute file new option. Block editor new option. INFO window opened while files are being 
copied, deleted, etc. Intuition screen used (useful in multitask mode). Uses the current Setmap. Copy file is now recursive (copies 
entile subdirectory). 

ZOOM - A floppy disk tracking and archiving utility, written by Olaf ‘Olsen’ Barthel of MXM. 

LABBASE - LabelBase is a mini database program. It will also print out your records in label format, so it is useful for doing 
mailing lists (like for Xmas)! You should have AT LEAST 512K to use this., since the records you enter are kept in RAM until you 
save the file to the disk. This makes the program very quick! You can create files that will hold up to 3,000 records, but, of course, 
this depends on the amount of RAM you have. 

PHONEWORD - PhoneWord accepts telephone numbers and tries to make English wordsfrom them. It only shows you what it 
thinks might reasonably be words, rather than all possible combinations of letters. 

MOUSEZOOM - Zoom! is an Assembly-Code program that replaces PqpCLI, QuickMouse, and a screen-controlling program all in 
1.5K! 

To run Zoom!, either use it’s icon or use RUNBACK from the CLI. It will not let itself be started more than once. 

I-CHING - To cast your I-Ching; Form a question for the I-Ching then click on Cast-I-Ching icon. Click on Cast gadget six times 
to generate your current Hexagram and the Hexagram you are moving into. They may be the same. Click on Read gadget to 
read a translation of the Chinese text about this hexagram. 

QED - QED is a fast, and easy-to-use text-editor suitable for a variety of text editing purposes. Unlike other programs of this 
type, QED is not meant strictly for programmers. QED also offers a variety of text formatting tools, and can be configured to behave 
in a variety of ways. 

The beginner can start using QED immediately, however underneath the easy to use interface lies a powerful command mode 
language, ARexx interfacing, macro capabilities, keyboard definitions, and much more. 

RECOVERABLE RAM - This program is a recoverable ram disk. Yes, another one! The difference Nbetween this and other PD 
disk is that it supports up to 32 units and can be auto-booted in Kicks tart 1.3. The extra units allow you to mount one bootable device 
(which must be a normal DOS unit) and another unit for your work which can use the FastFileSystem. You might even mount a third 
unit for fast disk copies, if you have the memory. This ram disk differs from RAD: in that unused sectors are deleted from memory, 
therefore, you won’t be tying up valuable memory with empty junk.

INSTANT MUSIC 

INSTANT MUSIC 
5C’s Users Group 

The following is a reprint from Catalina Commodore 
Computer Club (CCCC.Inc.) 

Instant Music for the Commodore Amiga probably the 
most musical fun you could have without knowing diddly 
about music. Although programmer Bob Campbell designed 
the program to exploit the remarkable computing and musical 
power of the Amiga, Campbell and Electronic Arts have truly 
made the effort in bringing this program triumphantly to the 
Commodore 64/128. 

The basic premise of the program is simplicity itself. 
The screen displays colored blocks that represent musical 
notes. The computer plays two or three musical lines while 
you move a joystick or mouse to Jam along on the third voice. 
A degree of artificial intelligence built into the program keeps 
you from pummeling your ears with outrageous clinkers. You 
won’t sound like THE BOSS first time out; but you won’t 
limp along like Lawrence Welk on drugs, either. 

If you aren’t one to get down with a joystick 
improvision, you can draw notes into the graphics screen or 
just have the program play itself. Several altering tempo, 
voicing, rhythmic patterns, etc.,etc.^tc. Once you have created 
your own music, you can save it to disk for later replay. There 
is a lot to do and to play within Instant Music. 

However, the C64/128 SID (Sound interface Device) 
chip, capable as it is, can’t compare to the sophisticated 
digitized sound of the Amiga. So how could a C64/128 
conversion of this program compete? Good question. And 
Campbell provided some great answers. This puppy has 
features that aren’t even in the Amiga version! 

First of all, you can change the timbre of the nine 
available voices with a synthesizer mode. Select and alter 
waveforms, envelope and pulse (rate, depth and ratio). 

Although you can’t save these sounds separately, they 
are saved as part of your song file (up to 32 measures long). 

If the aural zip of SID isn’t enough. Instant Music on 
the 64/128 supports three voices of MIDI-out via the passport 
or Dr.T MIDI interface (other interfaces may also work). 
Although you can assign sound patches for each voice, the 
system is already configured for the inexpensive and very 
popular Casio CZ-101 synthesizer. 

If you’r equipped with additional hardware. Instant Music also 
supports a MIDI clock sync for the addition of a drum 


machine. Where MIDI really shines is on Side Two of the 
disk which contains composer Kyle Grainger’s data disk, 
(It’s Only Rock n Roll, included free as a part of the 
C64/128 version (Amiga owners had to pay extra!). Grainger 
has used the internal voices of the Casio CZ-101 
imagina tively and produoed music files that are as much fun 
to hear as they are to play along with. However, Grainger’s 
rhythmic vitality is somewhat limited and lumpy in the 
context of writing for Instant Music. 

What could be better? This C64/128 conversion contains 
most of the features of Amiga Instant Music and adds MIDI 
support and a built-in synthesizer. What a deal!!

Amiga D.O.M.

AMIDOCK - What is AmiDock? For 
those of you familiar with the NeXT computer this 
will be a short explanation. AmiDock is an Amiga 
version of the NeXT's Dock. AmiDock is (of course) 
more versatile and not as limited as it's NeXT cousin. 
OK, now for those of you not familiar with die NeXT 
computer. AmiDock will provide you with a number 
of buttons on the WorkBench screen that when 
pressed will launch other programs. These buttons are 
folly configurable to run any program you want with a 
single press. 

BBASEII - bBase is a full-featured, 
intuitionized, fast and, I think you will agree, a 
quite easy to use database program. What it 


does is store, sort, sift, and search for 
information, (but it won’t dial your telephone). 

I-MAN - l-MAN, the Inventory- 
MANager, is an easy to use home inventory 
program, the program is amigaized with many 
ull down menus, gadgets, and buttons, 
eyboard equivalents have been added, where 
useful, and these keyboard equivalents are 
mainly in the information entry screens. The 
biggest drawback of the other home inventory 
programs, is that you are constantly entering the 
same information using the keyboard. For 
example, entering the words living room 69 
times is not my idea of fun. I-MAN overcomes 
this drawback very elegantly. 

KLONDIKE - KLONDIKE is the old 
favorite solitaire card game with some neat 
graphics and sound. Just click it’s icon and go. 
Documentation is built-in. 

NEBULA - Here is a neat game where 
you are trying to save the moon of Jupiter, 
EUROPA. If the icon looks familiar, it’s because i 
borrowed it from the distant sun demo from the 
SEP 90 Special disk. You can use a joystick or 
keyboard to play. Further info is in the doc file. 

SNAP 161 - Snap is the perfect tool for 

the lazy typer. Isn’t it irritating when you look at 
something on the screen and think: That is what 
I'm going to type.? What if you could just point at 
it and get the computer to type it for you? That’s 
where Snap comes to the rescue. Another thing 
that irritates me is that I’m sitting in front of THE 
computer and still I must have pen and paper 
available to scribble down something from the 
screen that I know I will need later. Snap 
provides a solution to that problem also. Just 
frame it and Snap creates a window with a copy 
of the screen contents. 

VIRU$_CHECKER - Upon running 
Virus_Checker will first check your memory for 
viruses and tell you if any were detected. They 
will either be removed or disabled. Next ail disks 
in the drives will be checked.

Beginning MS-DOS

MS-DOS ARTICLE PARTED 

As we walk up the tree structure, it gets 
harder to go directly from the base(root) to the place 
we wish to go. If we use batch files, it makes the job 
a lot easier. For instance, say we want to run some 
commands that are in a directory several levels up 
the tree, we could change directory to them, or we 
could set up a batch Hie to do that for us and put it 
under our batch directory. 

This makes it convenient in several ways. 
First, it can cut down the amount of keystrokes to do 
the directory change. Second, if it is written right, it 
can be executed from anyplace. As an example, lets 
try to get to a subdirectory that is several levels up. 
An example directory could look like: 

C:\ —WP\ —MSWORD 
| | —WPERF (this could go for 

I I —QEDIT quite a while) 

j —\DOS 
|—\F19 

Now, you could do a change directory to 
execute one of the wordprocessors, like: CD 
\WP\WPERF and then execute the program. But, 
we could write a small batch file like: 

WPERF.BAT 

C: (move the die C drive) 

CD \WP\ WPERF (change to the 
WORDPERFECT dir) 

WP (run the word processor) 

This batch file would even work in die case 
if you had more than one partition on your hard 
drive. All you would have to enter is: WPERF and 
your WORD PERFECT program would come up. 

Now for a few essential commands. 
Probably the first thing that people need to know is 
what’s in there?. The command for that is the DIR 
or directory command. It will show you the files that 


are in a directory, files sizes, and when that file 
was last updated. You can even have the 
command give die information to you a screen full 
at a time or in wide format, only showing file 
names. Those two commands are: 

DIR/P (give me a screen, prompt me 
for next screen) 

DIR/W (show just file names several 
on one line) 

Next month, we’ll continue with the 
essential command list.

Commodore News

Commodore has finally done something 
to lure Ihe 64/128 users into the Amiga fold. For 
$399.00 and the cover from your c64/128 users 
guide, you can buy an Amiga 500 with 1/2 Meg 
of memory and a built in drive. That is about the 
same price you would pay if you were to replace 


your 64 and a 1541 disk drive. If you have a 
2002, or a 1084 monitor you will not have to buy 
a new monitor. The offer has been extended until 
August 31st, 1991. The Club’s library has many 
good public domain programs that can get you 
started, many are as good as those commercial 
programs you pay for in the computer store. 

I started out with a model 500, and soon 
found out that a second disk drive was needed 
because I was continually changing disks, it 
became a boring chore so I bought another disk 
drive. Then, I found that I was running out of 
memory on programs that were on two disks, so, 
I bought more memory, another 1/2 meg. Now I 
was in business, I could load and run most 
programs without changing disks and running 
out of memory. The street price of a disk drive is 
about $85.00, and 1/2 Meg another $50.00 or 
$60.00. A little more if you want the battery 
operated clock on the board that plugs into the 
slot in the belly of the cpu, that way the clock is 
always running and you do not have to set the 
clock every time you start up. Very handy as it 
dates and time stamps every file that you save, 
that way you can tell when it was entered. This is 
the basic setup for the Amiga, you should not 
start with anything less. 

The above Amiga comes with 1/2 meg of 
chip ram, for most purposes this is fine, I found 
that when I was doing graphics with Diga-View, 

1 was running out of chip ram. I had the fatter 
agnus chip installed into the system and that 
gave me 1 meg of chip ram the same as the 500 
Proffessional that sells for $100.00 more, I think 
it is well worth the price, as that is what it cost 
me for the upgrade. When this is done then you 
must add more fast ram because most programs 
need fast ram to function. 

A good system would be 1 meg chip and 

2 megs of fast ram, this will allow you to run 
most programs without running out of memory. 
This will let you digitize, do graphics that are 
memory hungry. If your pleasure is word 
processing and playing games, then a system 
with 1/2 meg of chip and 1/2 meg of fast ram 
will do fine. 

To make your dream come true, you’ve got 
to wake up.

MS-DOS ARTICLE PART IV 
by Jim Tomlinson 

Probably the next most important command is 
COPY. It gives you the ability to move a file, and even 
rename it in the process. It takes the form: COPY 
[source] [dest]. An example would be: COPY 
A:\MYDOC.DOC 
C:\WP\WORDPERF\MYWDPREF.DOC. A couple of 
side notes on this command. First is that in the above 
command, I am renaming the doc as I copy it. Second, I 
don’t have to be in either directory to do that command. 
Third is if I am in the directoiy on either side I can omit 
the path EXCEPT the actual file name. Fourth and most 
important is that MSDOS allows what are called wild¬ 
cards. The wild-card characters are: asterisk [*], 
question mark [?] and period [.]. The question mark 
substitutes for a single character, die asterisk substitutes 
for a group of characters and the period is short-hand 
for asterisk period asterisk [*.*]. Examples are: 

COPY A:*.DO? C:\WP\WORDPERF would copy 
all files that end as DOA, DOB, DOC etc to wordperf 
directory. 

COPY A:*.* C:\TEMP would copy all files from A 
drive to a directory called temp on C. Could be 
shortened to: 

COPY A:\. C:\TEMP 

COPY C:\TEMP\. would copy all files in the 
temp directory to the CURRENT directory.

Another essential command is the DISKCOPY 
co mm a n d. It takes the form: DISKCOPY [source] [dest] 
and is used to copy disks exactly as they are. 
DISKCOPY A: A: would copy a disk in drive A to a 
blank disk. Don't worry about it being the same drive, 
the command will prompt you to insert the original and 
the copy disk in turn. Three notes on this command. 
First, you cannot copy a hard drive with Ibis command. 
Second, you cannot copy from a 3.5 disk to a 5.25 disk 
or vice versa, or from a low density to high or vice versa. 
Third, some commercial software has protection on the 
disk that does NOT allow you to copy the disk! 

MAKEDIR or MD for short allows you to make 
directories on your disk. You could use MD TEMP to 
create the TEMP directory under die current directory. 

FORMAT is used to initialize a new disk for use. 
Care should be used with this command as it will also 
wipe out a hard drive. The format for the FORMAT 
command is FORMAT [drive].

AMI-GO - Once AmiGo starts you will see an empty Go 
board and the initial credits. At this point, you can set the 
handicap (or any other board configuration) by clicking on the 
intersections. Use the menus to set options and to begin play.

DFRAGS - This utility will read all the disk 
devices on your system and analyze the BitMap for 
each partition (this is default). If the options are 
selected It will also analyze the file system on each 
partition. The result for the analysis will be the 
number of fragments on the disk (BitMap), and file 
system (if selected). Several options exist to control 
how much is reported. This is a CLI only utility. 

DME - DME is an editor designed mainly for 
programmers. Although it is not a word processor, it 
does include many word processing features such as 
Word-Wrap and automatic paragraph formatting. 
Here is a quick ’features’ list: 

-control language based on a rich command set 
-General variables, reference macros as variables 
-fast visual response 

-title-line statistics showing current file position 
-Multiple Windows, ability to iconify windows 
-Word Wrap and automatic paragraph formatting, 
-ability to map any KEY or MOUSE BUTTON 
combination. 

FO - A CLI only disk formatter. 

MOSTRA - There are many utilities for viewing 
IFF ILBM files, but none I’d seen until now met the 
goal of displaying every IFF picture; each had its 
idiosyncrasies. It always seemed that if you displayed 
an unusual picture, you got a visit from the GURU. 
This seems to be die answer. 

NOERRORS - NOERRORS has several neat 
features. 

* Hides physical errors from your disk collection 

* You can now use those ’Bad’ disks 

* 100% Machine Code for the fastest speed & 
smallest code.

TIV - WhatisTIV? TIV is a very 
complete general purpose IFF viewer.lt 
combines an ILBM picture viewer, ANIM OpS 
animation player, and 8SVX sampled sound 
player all in one hopefully convenient program. 
TIV can be run from CLI or from WorkBench, 
with many different options available in either 
environment
